afforded. The period which he was attempt- 
ing to describe had seen a phenomenal 


casting in the British Isles. The close con- 
vection between “radio and the gramophone 
had already brought their companies into that 
industry, and their rapid advance in research 
had resulted in the modern and perfected 
radio receiving sets and tadio-gramophones, 
which had uttered such a popularity with 
the public. The previous acquisition of the 
business and rights of the Marconi Wireless 
Telegraph Company in that field placed them 
in a strong position, of which full advantage 
had been taken, and goods now marketed 
through separate channels under the trade 
marks ‘‘Marconiphone,’’ ‘‘Columbia”™ and 
“His Master's Voice” were leaders in the 
new industry. 

The output of radio and radio-gramophone 
goods had now assumed very large propor- 
tions. Their factories employed on that work 
had ‘been originally constracted, designed, 
and laid out for the economical manufacture 
of mechanical gramophones. -In order to 
utilise them on a large scale in the highly 
competitive electrical field they had had 
partly to be re-planned and re-organised, and 
that work had been carried. out and completed 
in England in time for the present season. 
Both work of concentration and re-plan- 
ning had had to be carried out in the mini- 
mum of time. It would have n more 
economical to have proceeded by a gradual 
process had there been time, but in many 
cases instant action had been necessary to 
prevent further losses. A simplification of 
selling methods had been planned, and was 
proceeding. In certain of the foreign terri- 
tories, as well as in this country, the merg- 
ing of interests was beginning to show the 
results of the economies achieved. 

Shareholders might be assured also that 
general economies, drastic and widespread 
where compatible with efficiency, had been 
Bus and the various readjustments that 
iad taken place had resulted in a considerable 
reduction in staff, and the severinc—to their 
great regret—of ties of long standing in the 
case of many loyal servants of the companies. 

POINTS FROM THE ACCOUNTS. 

Dealing with the accounts, the Chairman 
said that as a matter of policy the Gramo- 
phone and Columbia Companies continued to 
operate as before, so far as their contact 
with their markets was concerned. When 
Electric and Musical Industries came into 
existence the control of the whole group had 
become centred in the hands of that com E 
and arrangements had been made to provide 
it with the means of exercising the control.

panies. Naturally the expenditure for those 
purposes since the merger had been less in 
total than it was previously. The total ex- 
penses of Electric and Masical ]ndustries 
during the 17 months covered by the accounts 
amounted to approximately 5000, and was 
less than would have been expended for the 
saine pu by the two companies had 
they continued their independent existences. 

ith regard to the item of reserve in the 
balance sheet of £2,094,155—in arriving at 
that figure the directors had had in mind 
that certain factories had been closed, and 
plant belonging not only to the two com- 
panies, but to their subsidiaries, both wholly 
Toe grheny.f owned, had become idle. The 
closed factories were not only in England, 
but in various foreign countries, and they 
would be disposed of as and when oppor- 
tunity arrived for making a fair sale. Until 
that time came there was included in that 
reserve an amount equal to the total figure 
at which those assets-stood in the books of 
the subsidiary companies. Included also in 
the reserve was an amount for depreciation 
in investments in subsidiary companies and 
osses incurred by them, 

TRADING INTERNATIONALLY. 

As to the outlook for the undertaking, the 
two companies had been organised to trade 
internationally, and it was the accumulated 
earnings trom all countries which had given 
them in the past a handsome total of profits. 
Jt was not sufficient for them to make pro- 
fits in a few countries only, from the profits 
of which must. be deducted the losses made 
in others.

1 déssert spoon of brandy and sherry and 
juice of a 4 lemon. 

Stone raisins, clean currants, chop the suet, 
candied peel and apple, blanch and chop 
almonds. Mix all together in a bowl and 
add lemon juice, sherry and. brandy. Stir 
weil and store in an air-tight jar. 


Cleaning the Fruits. 


One excellent rule for Christmas cake and 
pudding-making is to make a point of cleaning 
all fruits at least a day before they are re- 

uired for cooking—currants are usually very 
dirty and are best cleaned by a thorough 
washing in luke-warm water and spread on a 
paper-lined tray to dry in a warm place, Sul- 
tanas can be cleaned by rubbing in flour on a 
clean. cloth. Almonds are blanched by put- 
ting them in a saucepan in cold water, boil for 
a minute, cool, and remove skins. 

As regards icing, the design of decoration 
should decided upon early, although the 
icing need not be done until the week before 
Christmas. Icing bags and pipes should be 
checked up, as it is sometimes difficult tu 
procure them when there is big demand in 
December, and it is most annoying to find 
that the very “rose” you réquiré is “gold 
out, madam !”’ 

Hectic colouring, although nominally attrac- 
tive to children, shoald rigidly avoided. 
but. personal touches make a big appeal. 

Special cardboard cake stands are sold for 
a few pence; they greatly facilitate the cut- 
tine of the cake, which is Usually quite a big 
business.

UNIVERSITY COLLEGE. 


FATHER HANNON LECTURES 
ON “THE CHURCH,” 


The noted Jesuit preacher, Father Hannon, 
is taking ‘“‘The Church” this year as the 
subject of his series of theological Jectures 
to the students of University College, Dublin. 

In the tirst of these addresses, which 
Father Hannon delivered last night to a large 
gathering, the lecturer dealt with the Roman 
Empire ius the stage on -vhic . the great drama 
of the Church was first s-t. He referred his 
audience to the uret extent of Roman 
dominions during the ‘rst century of the 
Christian era, and enumerated the countries 
arornd the basin o: the Mediterranean which 
were under Rome's imperial sway. He 
described at length the religion which per- 
meated the Roman Empire, the life of its 
peoples, the national dress, education, home 
life and amusements. Roman literature, art, 
painting and sculpture were also described ty 
the lecturer. 

Father Hannon announce : that the subject 
of his next lecture would be the more imme- 
diate stage of Christianity—Pales‘ine and the 
history of the Jewish people.

Ghe Queen's Theatre. 


Passing the old Queen’s Theatre a few 
evenings ago, I was impressed by the 
rejuvenated air of that once-popular place 
There was about it 
the appearance of achieving prosperity 
once again, but under entirely new condi- 
tions. The stage which was the scene 
of so many great appearances is now to 
be occupied by a variety programme and 
the ubiquitous ‘‘talkie’’; but that is 
certainly better than to see the once- 
famous theatre in darkness and its stage 
completely unoccupied, Its external 
appearance is now a glittering blaze of 
electric light and glass, so that its 
appearance can compare favourably with 
that of any theatre in these islands. 
Internally, too, the Queen’s is as comfort- 
able as any place of entertainment in 
Dublin; and when it is offering pro- 
grammes of good quality at comparatively 
low prices there seems to be every reason 
for supposing that “ The Queen’s”’ will 
once more become associated in the mind 
of Dublin with all that is best in popular 
entertainment. Not so very long ago the 
week of the average Dublin playgoer was 
not accounted complete if there had been 
no visit to ‘‘ The Queen’s.”’ 


Second Oldest Patent. 


It must be remembered that “ The 
Queen’s ” holds the second oldest theatre 
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almost direct succession from the Crow 
street Theatre. The Jones family, which 
was the owner of the Crow street patent,

1861, and he was but the 
forerunner of many famous names which 
are now part of the history of the theatre. 
In later years the Queen’s became the 
home of melodrama, and the plays of 
Dion Boucicault became the staple of its 
programmes, but all the more lurid melo- 
dramas of the past century have been at 
one time or another presented on its stage. 
Up to about twenty years ago it was noted 
for its series of patriotic melodramas.

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THE NEGLECT OF

MR. HUBERT ROONEY’S 
FOURTH LECTURE. 


Mr. Hubert Rooney devoted most of last 
night's lecture at the Royal Academy, Dublin, 
to the important, though much neglected, 
subject of Psalmody. Although frequently 
regarded as dull, monotonous and uninterest- 
ing, there was nothing, he said, in the whole 
field of plainsong that excelled the structure 
underlying the proper. rendering of the 
psalms and. canticles of the Liturgy, that 
most ancient form of Christian worship. On 
account of the difficulties of adapting the 
different verses to an unvarying melody, some 
simple, logical method was necessary, espe- 
cially when it was remembered that the whole 
congregation should join in the chanting of 
the psalms. >, 
Looking back through the centuries to the 
pure ae tradition they would find such 
a method, the preservation of which was so 
largely due to the monks of the Benedictine 
Order. - When staying at the Abbeys of 
Solesmes and Farnborough nothing had im- 
pressed him so much as the psalm chanting, 
the memory of which would always remain a 


joy. 

In the eight ordinary tones and .the par- 
ticularly beautiful Tonus Peregrinus, with 
their twenty-six final cadences, there was 
infimite variety for those who had ears to 
hear.

ZURICH, Thursday. 
The bodies of eleven children, who were 
burned to death during a fire which totally 
destroyed the asylum at Waedenswil, near

Cautiously we approached from the sides 
and rear to satisfy ourselves that the 
enemy was not in waiting for us, so that 
it was little wonder that the woman had 
been misled.

for the dawn had not broken, and al] 
soldiers are alike in the dark. 


MAKING FRIENDS. 


It took us little time to convince the 
inhabitants of that cellar that we were 
their friends, and, once assured, they 
ipvoked the blessings’ of their saints on 
our heads. They regretted their inability 
to give us hospitality, as their foes had 
rob them of everything consumable. 
They were grateful for the ‘* maconochie,”’ 
the hard biscuits and the bully which 
we offered. 

“Where is the enemy?’’ we asked, but 
they could only tell us that he had gone 
a short time before, and that he was 
not at all happy at the prospect. 

AS a contact patrol we had to find him, 
and so we pushed on. We could hear 
some of his transport wagons on the 
road, and deduced that he was only a 
few hundred yards away. í 

Would he put up another fight’ We 
suspected that he was moving back to 
another line from which he «would: offer 
resistance, and it was this line that we 
were trying to locate. 


NO SIGN OF THE ENEMY, ' 


Passing a by-road and keeping in open 
order across country, we came to the main 
Maubeuge-Avesnes road, which we con- 
sidered a likely place for a defensive line, 
but except for derelict transport waggons 
and a dead horse or two, minus a few 
steaks from saddle and rump—for the 
German always found time to cut him- 
self a meal—there was no sign of the 
enemy. 

In the early hours of morning we 
reached Beaufort without opposition. The 
whole village seemed_to come out to meet 
us. We had been welcomed before by 
liberated civilians at Selvigny, Futoy, and 
some other villages, but this reception 
was unparalleled, Every drawn face had 
a smile on it and there were many. kind 
words said about the brave British 
soldiers. How we blushed ! 


A HASTY RETREAT. 


The enemy went out of the village as 
we .entered. Our -advance. had been 
noticed and a _ speeding-up had been 
necessary, At least one German general 
left his spectacles, while staff officers 
were seen to escape in pyjamas. 

-We followed closely in the enemy's. 
wake for a milé, when orders were re-' 
ceived to form an outpost line. From this: 
line we watched him recede after he got 
out of range. In a few hours the low- 
lying hillocks had shielded him, and we 
could only tell his position by the rat-a- 
tat of his machine-guns as they were 
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There was a cry of despair ffom { 
the woman huddled up on some old straw | 


to make our headquarters. We 
ample choice; for almost every villager 
threw open his or her doors. On entering 
the house we had selected, Madame 
swept the ‘white cloth from the table 
and produced another. We who had not 
seen table-cloths. except. when on leave, 
protested that it was clean, but she 
explained that it had been laid that 
morning for German officers and was not 
good enough for us. She produced coffee, 
eggs and fresh milk. The Germans had 
not..taken all the stock, owing; presum- 
ably, to the haste with which they were 
compelled to depart. 


FEATHER BEDS. 


After the: meal we lay down on the 
floor to rest, but we were soon awakened 
and carried off to beautiful white beds 
with feather bolsters. It is sufficient to 
say that we slept as we had not done 
for many a long day. 

These incidents oceurred on.the morn- 
ing of the 9th November. Little did we 
think the end was so near. On the 
following day, which was Sunday, rumour 
began to take definite shape, and by 
evening. we knew that the enemy had to 
give an answer by. next morning. 


NEWS OF THE ARMISTICE. 


When the news of the Armistice reached 
us our men were having a much-needed 
bath. The local Philharmonic Hall made 
an excellent bath-house, and the villagers 
gladly lent their wash-tubs, while the 
travelling cookers provided the hot water. 

The news, which seemed too good to be 
true, was received calmly, Could it be 
that the war was really over? One 
wondered. Had the incessant booming of 
guns, with their death-dealing shell-bursts, 
come to an end? Would there be wo 
more gas; no bombs from the air? It 
was all over, Our feelings were of 
thankfulness and relief, tinged with a 
little disappointment, because we had not 
been permitted to drive the enemy into 
his own country. 

At eleven o’clock our Brigade assembled 
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the villagers 
deeply moved, —.

THE LECTURE. 


Sir Charles Grant Robertson thanked the 
Provost for having found time to preside. It 
was a compliment which he much appreciated 
that the head of that ancient University 
should act as chairman at the lecture. It was 

riectly true, as the Provost had said, that 
m the case of two of the figures in this 
lecture one would require all one’s skill of 
language to be able to deal with what was 
essential without risk of controversy over 
taste or morals, In his lecture of the previous 
day he had spoken of the part played by 
three Royal women—Anne de Beaujeu, Anne 
de Bretagne and Louise de Savoie. The 
women of the French Court of this period 
played a part, socially and politically, which 
they were not found playing in the English, 
Spanish, German or Italian Courts. No 
Court had so many cultured and influential 
women as the French Court, and in 
sarticular he dealt with the influence of 
auise de Savoie, who had striven so hard 
for the political unification of France, 
and was such an influence in the development 
of the new cultural movement in the Renais- 
sance. Louise de Savoie had died just about 
half-way through the reign of her son, 
Francis I., and by her removal a tremen- 
dously powerful and political influence was 
taken from Francis, and from the Court, She 
had pleyed an enormous part in the forma- 
tion of her son s mind, and in the develop- 
ment of his policy, and after her death they 
found contemporaries asking who was going 
to take her place. 

Up to the period, 1483-15351, the chief 
forces making French history could be classi- 
fied under four categories. The first of these 
was the unification of the political mode, of 
foreign policy, and of the frontiers, and the 
second, the question of making the Monarchy 
absolute. The counterprocesses were roughly 
called the Renaissance, and religion. The 
former two had been stronger than the other, 
but at the death of Louise de Savoie they 
reached a stage where they had got to realise 
that the cultural influence was beginning to 
be a stream of great power, and, like all new 
streams, was causing resistance and reaction. 
The influence of the great scholars and 
writers of the period was beginning to make 
itself felt, and the French mind, which for 
the previdus twenty years had been in a 
ferment, began to clarify itself, and they 
had the first humanistic movement, and the 
revival of the study of Greek and classica! 
antiquity. They saw the Sorbonne beginning 
to react, and to think that some of these 
writings were going to be dangerous to the 
orthodox religion, and called severely for 
repression, 

n 1551 they saw the autocracy of the 
Monarchy achieved, without the challenge of 
a reformer. In his early writings Calvin 
took for granted the autocracy and power of 
the Monarthy, In 1531 the King was bein 
asked to crush certain aspects of the cultura 
movement, and, looking around, they asked 
who was going to stand beside the King, and 
help the King’s mind on those issues, which 
were becoming more and more urgent.

MARGUERITE DE NAVARRE. 


In the first place, they had Murguerite de 
Navarre, sister of the King, patron and pyro- 
tector of many Of the great, scholars. F sen 
two years before her brother, she married 
Francois of Guise, who by conquering, the 
three Bishoprics of Metz, Toul and Verdun, 
and Calais, had made secure the North- 
Eastern frontier. Marguerite was brought up 
to regard her brother as a paragon, and she 
subordinated everything to him. All her life 
she showed her extraordinary affection for 
him, and her devotion to him, both as 
brother and as king, was une of the most 
opens. things in French history. 

The lecturer told of Marguerite’s journey 
to Madrid to appeal to Charles for the re- 
lease of Francis when he was held prisoner 
after the defeat of the French Army, and 
described her failure as the une crushing and 
humiliating experience vf her life. Mar- 
guerite was content to accept the sutocracy 
of the monarchy, but in vther spheres she 
began to take her own lines. She took a 
great deal of interest in literature, and 
wanted to know the people who wrote 
things that stirred her. She studied Greek, 
and was p.eatly impressed by Platonic ideas. 
He was uot sure whether in those days 
Plato’s ideas were regarded in the same way 
as they are to-day. After all, for the in- 
terpretation of life, said the lecturer, one of 
the best ways to start is by a drastic stud 
of antiquity. He was not sure that all 
uations, as well as young minds that wanted 
to build up something noble und great and 
national, might not be well advised to spend 
some years. in a drastic study of antiquity, 
and then see what their minds would be 
like; they would be very different from what 
their minds were like at the start. 

Margaret de Navarre dabbled in that, and 
began to be troubled about the orthodox 
religion, and she found comfort in meeting, 
and NL ime of. some of the writers. 
She met Rabelais, and also Calvin, but her 
raoin with Calvin was about as useful as 
Mary Stewart's meeting with John Knox. 
Calvin was the one failure of Marguerite, so 
far as her personality went. Naas 
illustrated the first great phase of the Re- 
naissance—the literary phase. 


CATHERINE DE MEDICI. 


The lecturer then dealt with Catherine de 
Medici, whose marriage to the young Dauphin 
ee not only France, but all Europe. 
Although the grand-daughter of the great 
Lorenzo and niece of the Pope, Catherine 
was, strictly speaking, from the point of 
view of Royal France, a bourgeoise. | The 
Pope brought his niece to Marseilles, and 
she was married to the Dauphin, the marriage, 
no doubt, being hasten because of the 
Dauphin’s growing intimacy with widowed 
Madame la Seneschale—Diane de Poitiers. 

Of her beauty and of her orthodoxy there 
could be no question; but what did Henry 
see in her? The lecturer described how 
Catherine, in the eight or nine years before 
the birth of an heir, cultivated the friendship 
of = father-in-law. She did not reveal her 
great power until 1560. Henry was seein 
Diane de Poitiers every day, re was Pr 
attracted by her, though t was a span of 
twenty vears between their ages.

Mr. MORRISSEY (Indpt. Lab.,) said that 
the Minister was wrong in suggesting that 
this grease was to be used only for lubricating 
axies. 

Mr. LEMASS said that the tax would not 
fall on lubricating oil, 

Mr. MORRISSEY asked if the Minister 
was satisfied that the Irish producers of these 
products were in a position to produce the 
different grades without increasing the price, 
or lessening the quality of the grease.

OBJECT OF THE MEASURE.

STANDARD. PRICE. 


The standard price had been fixed for 
three periods, During the first per od, which 
lasted up to December 15, the standard price 
was 25s, 6d.; the second period, from the 
middie of January to the middle of April, 
25s., and the third period, from May 1 to 
July 31, 25s.

On that basis he 
believed the subsidy would. be about 
£200,000. 


FEEDING STUFF. 


The second item dealt with in the bill was 
feeding stuff, and in this connection the 
question arose as to whether imported cereals, 
such as. maize, could be replaced by home- 
grown grain as a proper diet for animals. 
Various experiments had been carried out by 
the Department over the past three or four 
years; and the results went to show that in 
almost every case maize could be replaced by 
barley and oats, | 

The question often’ had been asked: why 
farmers did not grow those cereals for them- 
selves, There were the farmers who grew 
grain and fed their own stocks with it. He 
regarded these as the best men in the country. 
There were others who. sold the. surplus of 
their grain,’and again a class that did not 
grow enough and had to buy grain. For the 
last couple of years farmers found it cheaper 
to buy maize than to use the native oats and 
barley. It wag the duty of the Government 
“ encourage the production of grain at 

ome. 


COMPULSORY TILLAGE. - 


Compulsory tillage would be impossible 
under present circumstances, because the 
farmers had not money enough to buy the 
machinery and manure that they would re- 
quire. Two ‘conditions were required in 
order to have grain grown on a large scale. 
These were a guaranteed market and a’ fair 
price. The maize millers must be compelled 
to use a certain amount of home grown grain, 
and they must, in turn, compel the stock- 
breeders to use the mixture. The maize- 
millers wonld be registered, and they must 
mix a percentage calculated to absorb all the 
home-grown grain in the country. Where 
maize was required as family food it should be 
pure, and ‘could be imported in packages of 
a stone weight or less. The most serious 
objection was that the feeding stuffs would 
be inereaséd in price to the purchaser. There 
was no reason why the additional price should 
be more than 10s. per ton. 


** PROFITEERS.” 


A Department leaflet of August last showed 
that the price of maise mhil had varied in 
Southern parts of the country by 30s. ‘a ton 
and pollard by £2 a ton. If ‘millers™put up 


the price by £2 a ton they would be dealt’ 


with as “.profiteers,’’ The farmer who 
scught to buy pure maize for his stock should 
not be allowed. to continue in business, 
Sellers. of compound feeding stuffs. were 
charging exorbitant prices, and he had heard 
of a case in which 56s. was charged for what 
was worth only 6s. That sort of business 
would not be allowed. The mixture would be 
fixed by regulation, and under penalty. 

He ho eventually to enh gn point that 
would put 14 millions of acres additional 
under tillage. That would represent a saving 
of £9,500, in imports, and mean a pay- 
ment in wages to farmers and labourers of 
£5,000,000, Jt would be equivalent to work 
for 50,000 men. There was one danger: that 
was that if the price of barley and oats 
became very good, and the price of mixture 
fell, the farmer would sell his barley and 
cats and buy the mixture. Should snch a 
condition arise it could be dealt with by 
1aising the price of the mixture by a tari 
on maize.

COSTS OF BOUNTY AND 


ADMINISTRATION, 


Professor O'SULLIVAN (C. nanG., Kerry) 
said that he did not quite gather from the 
Minister's statement what the cost of this 
particular measure would be to the taxpayers. 
There were two particular kinds of costs 
involved; the costs under the bounty and 
the costs of administration.

MISCONCEPTION,” 


Mr, FITZGERALD-KENNEY (C. na nG.,, 
Mayo) asked was the bill to grow wheat the 
full agricultural policy of Fianna Fail. Was 
It to take the place of the rearing and sale 
of cattle? Their market for cattle was gone 
and lost: for ever, according to the Minister 
for Industry and Commerce. : Yet this bill 
only dealt with 45,000 acres of land at the 
outside, and was no substitute. The Minister, 
and the Executive Council, were bankrupt in 
their policy, and had nothing of importance 
to put before the people of the country. 
Small as the effects of the measure would be, 
it would not be beneficial, Farmers, par 
ticularly in the West of Ireland, were going 
to have to pay more for their feeding stuffs. 
They had not sold their cattle because of 
the bad prices obtainable, and now their 
cattle -would/ die of hunger in the fields 
during the coming .winter. That was a 
thing anybody could prophesy with absolute 
certainty. . The Minister should do every- 
thing to make feeding stuffs cheap now for 
the farmer, and yet this was the very period 
that he thought. it right to increase the 
market. price of those things, It was a com- 
plete misconception. 


AGAINST THE WORLD, 


Mr. DONOVAN (C. na nG., Cork) said 
that the object of this bill was to get the 
farmer to protluce a commodity that the 
world could beat them at. The Government 
had killed their market for butter, beef,poultry 
and eggs, and now wanted them to grow 
wheat. The Minister had gone back to 1847, 
and told them that then the farmers had pro- 
duced 600,000 acres of wheat, but he did not 
speak of the slavish conditions under which 
that wheat was produced, and that, notwith- 
standing all the labour given to produce 
wheat, the people died by heediie. In 1847 
the great, wheat-producing countries were un- 
developed, and transport was undeveloped. 
In this country only small dreas could pro- 
duce wheat, 


FOREIGN WHEAT. 


Mr. KELLY (F.F., Meath) said that it was 
a well-known fact that the foreign wheat was 
bleached with chemicals which were injurious 
to health. The policy of growing wheat in 
this country would be welcomed by a 
majority of the people living in the agricul- 
tural districts of the twenty-six counties. 
Because Canada, the Argentine or Russia 
could supply.wheat cheaper was no reason 
why they should not make an effort to give 
employment. 

Mr. O'LEARY (C. na nG., Cork West) said 
that what the bill meant. was that the small 
farmer would be paying portion of the sub- 
sidy to those who could afford to grow wheat. 

Mr. GOREY [(C. na nG., Carlow-Kilkenny) 
said that he supposed the only’ way to deal 
with the wheat-growing proposal was to wait 
and see what came of it, because those who 
put it forward had a majority. There was no 
wheat. in this country equal to the best 
Manitoba. 

They had lost their beef market altogether. 
The reason why beef..was cheap in England 
was becausp ,the . Fianna Fail Party were 
deliberately leading the country down the hill, 
The Minister knew that there was more farm 
produce going into England this year than 
there was, last year. 


“ ORIMINAL.” 


Why, he asked, rhould ona section of the 
community be taxed for the benefit of anothe1 
that would not work? He wondered why the 
people of the “country did not tear the 
Minister limb from limb. Wat was to become 
of the people of Leitrim, Kerry, and \/Vater- 
ford, who could not grow their own grain! 
Where there were ten pigs to-day there . :uld 
not be one in six months’ time. it was 
criminal for the’ Government, and for the 
party behind them, to put forward the 
mixture proposition.

Mr. T. HARRIS (¥P.F., Kildare) defended 
the farmers of Kildare from Mr, Gorey’s 
aspersions as to idleness.

R. H. P. BOLAND, Chief Establish- 
VI ment Officer of the Department of 


Finance, was further examined at 
yesterday's sitting of the Free State Civil

If the head of a 
department was unable to give a satisfactory 
account.of some particular transaction by re 
ferring to records then that official was lost, 
and ‘consequently the Dail, to which the 
Public Accounts Committee was responsibir, 
was dissatisfied.

The one satisfaction that the Minister for 
Finance and the taxpayers of the country 
could have was that thins policy was bound 
to fail. That Dail, he hoped, would be in 
existence in two or three years’ time, and 
they could test that policy. It would not 
cost the Minister for Finance £100,000, and 
in view of the waste of money that had taken 
place during the last six months he thought 
that if that money were spent on the educa- 
tion of those politicians who believed in 
wheat growing that it would be money 
well spent.

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Armistice Day. 


To-day for the fourteenth time the brief, 
but sacred, Silence will be observed 
throughout the British lands. In Dublin, 
as in. London. and. in every capital and 
village of the Empire, the honours of 
proud and grateful memory will be paid to 
the dead of the Great War. The survivors 
of the fighting and the intimate mourners 
of the fallen are a dwindling number, 
since fourteen years make almost half a 
generation of human life. For this fraction 
of the men and women who to-day will 
keep the Silence the anniversary never can 
lose its tremendous significance: the War, 
with all its heroisms and sufferings, its 
hours of hurried joy and its agonies of 
long suspense, is graven immutably upon 
their hearts. Such an ecstasy of Armistice 
Day hardly can be expected now from the 
general multitude. For those who were 
children between 1914 and 1918 the Great 
War already begins to fade from the fore- 
ground of history. They have forgotten, 
if they ever felt, its anxieties and excite- 
ments. Others—millions of others—have 
known, in the last fourteen years; many 
chills of disillusionment and much bleak- 
ness of hope deferred.. Even now no man 
can feel any confidence that the Great War 
has ended war. There is ceaseless talk of 
disarmament, but mankind still carries its 
heavy burden of guns and bayonets. 
Defeated Germany, her sins dreadfully 
atoned, remains an Ishmael among the 
nations. Brotherhood has not flowered 
from the battlefield; on the contrary, a 
new world war of tariffs strangles trade 
and bears ominous fruit of political and 
social unrest. Nevertheless, all these 
things do not discredit Armistice Day; 
rather do they justify it. To say that 
to-day’s celebrations will be a show of 
‘‘ imperialism ’’ is a foolish charge. Once 
again they will be a ceremony of pious 
remembrance, in which pride will mingle 
with humility and humility with hope: 
an act of faith in the results, however 
remote, of a splendid sacrifice, and in 
the— 
far-off divine event 
To which the whole creation moves. 


The National Government. 


Yesterday the King signed an Order for 
the prorogation of Parliament, and the 
present session will come to an end on 
Thursday next. The National Govern- 
ment has been in existence for just over a 
year—a, year as full of change as any, 
perhaps, in the history of Great Britain. 
Mr. Ramsay Macdonald and his national 
supporters came into power at a moment 
when Britain virtually had lost hope. She 
was saddled with a gigantic internal and 
external debt; the cost of government was 
appallingly high, and threatened to be 
higher with every passing month ; industry 
was sliding down the slope of ruin; unem- 
ployment was soaring. No Government 
could have been expected to remove these 
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greeted that success in every country of 
the world.

proached the vital question of trade. 
Early in this year Britain turned to a 
policy of protection, abandoning the free 
trade system which she had maintained 
for the best part of a century. She was 
almost the only country—and certainly the 
only major country—which still clung to 
free trade, and her ports had become a 
dumping ground for all those nations 
which refused access to British goods. The 
result of the new duties imposed by the 
National. Government was seen quickly ; 
imports fell by a startling figure, and 
there was Ino remarkable increase in the 
cost of living. Ottawa brought order into 
the new and still disorderly system. 
To-day, for the first time, Britain and the 
Dominions—-all save one—are reaping the 
economic advantages of partnership in the 
Commonwealth. It is too early to predict 
how the ~perial agreements will 
issue, but they cannot fail to bring 
a substantial measure. of relief to the 
shattered industrialists of England and to 
the over-stocked farmers of the Dominions. 
The union of parties—marred only by the 
later defection of Liberal Ministers— made 
participation in ~ Ottawa a national 
venture, and ensured its success. Now 
the Government has set its mind to the 
cure of unemployment. 

In foreign, as in internal, 
Britain’s Government has proved 
quality. Its Prime Minister contributed 
that note of perseverance and unfailing 
optimism which made a success of the 
Lausanne Conference—the greatest step yet 
taken towards the financial reorganisation 
of Europe. The Disarmament Conference 
has shown no like signs of success; but 
its failure certainly is not due to any 
unwillingness on the part of Britain. If 
the forthcoming World Economic Con- 
ference results as all men hope that it will 
result, the credit will be due almost en- 
tirely to one man—the British Prime 
Minister, ‘who has brought to its pre- 
liminaries all the enthusiasm and patience 
that he brought to Lausanne. More- 
over, in a negative way Britain has ' done 
her bit” for the world by means of the 
Ottawa agreements. Now that the great 
free market which absorbed the produce 
of protected nations is closed, the fallacy 
of international tariffs has been proved, 
and the era of universal free trade is 
brought appreciably nearer. The ad- 
vantages of Ottawa cannot be seized 
unless Britain’s manufacturers are pre- 
pared for hard work, and the wheels of 
industry will turn with difficulty while 
they are clogged by high taxation. That 
is the most urgent task of the National 
Government—to reduce the taxes which 
make production a burden,

Tillage by Taxes. 


In his speech on the second reading of the 
Cercals Bill, in Dáil Eireann yesterday, 
Dr. Ryan painted a glowing picture of the 
conditions which the Government's 
economic policy will bring about in the 
Irish Free State. Eventually he will have 
1,500,000 additional acres of land under 
tillage. He will save no less than 
£9,500,000 a year on imports ; £3,000,000 
will be spent on wages, and work will be 
found for 50,000 men, All these benefits 
will spring from the Government's 
decision to replace the live-stock trade by 
tillage ; but in the meanwhile the taxpayer 
will be required to make a small contribu- 
tion to the initial costs of El Dorado. 
According to Dr. Ryan, imports must be 
reduced in order to lessen the adverse 
balance of trade. The possibility of 
increased exports, of course, never £eel..} 
to strike him. Some £4,000,000 or 
£5,000,000 worth of wheat is imported 
yearly, and the Wlinister believes that, if 
the Government pays a subsidy of about 
3s. 6d. a hundredweight on home-grown 
grain, there soon will be no need for any 
imports. A standard price will be fixed 
in the neighbourhood of 24s. The subsidy 
will amount to the difference between this 
figure and the average price actually 
received by the wheat-growing farmer, 
who will be able to purchase his seed on 
credit. In these circumstances, as Dr. 
Ryan estimates, about 70,000 acres of land 
will be put under wheat, and the 
subsidy will work out at about £200,000. 
Compulsory tillage, he admits, is impos- 
sible at present, because the farmer has 
not sufficient money to buy the necessary 
machines or manures. The only compul- 
sion will be on the maize-millers, who will 
be forced to use a certain quota of home- 
grown grain in their milling operations. 
Dr. Ryan does not seek to disguise the fact

that this process will lead to an increased 


cost. of feeding stuffs; but, as the Fianna 
Fáil Government regards the cattle trade 
as an unnecessary evil, that little diffi- 
culty will not matter very much. It is an 
ambitious project, but what will the un- 
fortunate taxpayer think? He is being 
required to subsidise the cattle trade. He 
must pay the British duties on exports of 
Free State manufactured goods ; and now 
he is about to be asked to pay a bounty to 
the grain-growers. Where will he get the 
money! Every penny of Free State money 
comes ultimately from the land ; and not 
only cattle exports, but, also the exports 
of butter, eggs, poultry and cream má 
been killed by the wanton acts of the pre- 
sent Government.

Proposals which include that “ sex should 
be no disqualification to a seat,” are con- 
tained in the report issued Jast night of the 
joint (unofficial) committee of Conservative 
peers and M.P.’s on the question of the 
reform of the House of Lords. 

The committee, of which the chairman was 
the Marquess of Salisbury, are unanimous in 
their decision. 

It is evidently unfair, says the report, 
that a peer mot elected either in the 
hereditary element or the outside element as 
a member of the Second Chamber should be 
debarred if he thinks fit from standing as a 
candidate for the House of Commons. 

In order to secure an adequate representa- 
tion of Labour in the reformed House, which 
the committee have much at heart, they are 
prepared to fecommend that the income of 
every member of that House which falls 
short of £600 a year should be made up to 
that figure. 

Discussing the lines upon which redistri- 
bution and modernisation should be carried 
out, the committee state: ' Not in the 
settled judgment of the committee by the 
abolition of the hereditary principle.” 
They ‘recommend that the reformed’ House 
should consist of an hereditary element and 
an outside element, 150 members elected by 
proportional representation by the hereditary 
peerage from their own body, and 150 
appointed frum outside, which two elements, 
with certain ‘other members, would make a 
total of some 320 members altogether. 

The committee contemplate that the 
Scottish Representative Peers—chosen as at 
present—and what remain of the Irish Repre- 
sentative Peers, just as they now share in 
the existing functions of the House, should 
henceforth share in forming the panel from 
which is to be elected the hereditary element. 

With reference to the powers of a reformed 
House of Lords and the limitations imposed 
by the Parliament Act in regard to the 
veto, the committee state that a far more 
practical method would be that the endorse- 


ment of a second House of Commons should: 


be required before the veto of the Lords 
could be over-ridden,

TARIFF VARIATIONS, 


Earlier in the sitting a little surprise 
had been sprung by the Government in 
the shape of about thirty tariff variations. 
Twenty-nine related to articles of wooden 
construction, which were being revised in 
order to bring them on a uniform level of 
fifty per cent., with a preferential rate of 
thirty-three and one-third. 

What resulted ima livelier exchange. 
however, was a minor variation of duties 
on grease. It was the ignorance of Mr. 
Lemass, the Minister for Industry and 
Commerce, of the uses of grease which 
provoked this. 

Mr. Lemass, in an airy way, had in- 
formed deputies who were inclined to 
stress the importance of grease as a Jubri- 
cant for—as Mr. Anthony put it—‘‘ the 
wheels of industry,” that grease was used 
only for axle-boxes and the like, the sug- 
gestion being that any more delicate form 
of mechanism could only be lubricated 
with oil. Mr. Dillon, who assured the 
House that he himself was no expert on 
such matters, was quite pained at such a 
lack of knowledge. 

“ It makes one blush with shame to hear 
such a statement from the Minister for 
Industry and Commerce,” he exclaimed, 
going on to point out patiently to the 
Minister that grease was used for lubri- 
cating electrical plants. Then Mr. 
Morrissey gave Mr. Lemass a lecture on 
the part which grease played in industry. 
explaining that while there was grease and 
grease, so to speak, it was a fact that

The instalment due on that date con- 
sists of 68,550,000 dollars. on account of 
interest and 30,000,000 dollars on account 
of principal, making a total of 95,550,000 
dollars. 

At current rates of exchange this repre- 
sents about £29.000,000. 

The action of the British Government 
in raising the question of the December 
instalment immediately after the presi- 
dential election is in accordance with 
expectations. But for the electoral cam- 
paign the subject might have been openly 
discussed with the American Government 
at any time since last July as a natural 
sequel to the Lausanne Conference. 

he Lausanne agreement to end re- 
parations was made conditional on a world 
settlement of war debts, and so far— 
within five wecks of the date on which 
an instalment of the British debt to 
America falls due—no effective step has 
been taken in that direction. The British 
Government felt that it could not take 
any formal action because of the risk of 
its being made the subject of controversy 
in the elections, 

Now that the elections are over, no 
time has been Jost in raising the subject 
of the debt with the American Govern- 
mect 
Mr. Hoover, though defeated at the 
election, remains in office until next 
March. The contents of the British Note 
are being kept secret until the British 
Government is informed of Mr. Stimson’s 
views on the question of publication. 

The negotiations which have now been 
started are likely to reach the point of 
decision quickly, as time presses. If no 
arrangement involving postponement vr 
suspension is reached before December 
15th, it is certain that the British Govern- 
ment will meet its obligations on the due 
date. It is not cy in any re 
sponsible quarter that the British Govern- 
ment would default, If the payment has 
to be made, the money will have to be 
found out of borrowings.

THE SPIRIT OF 
COMRADESHIP. 


The Times remarks:—It was no iil 
chance that this morning’s observances 
should have been ushered in by the debate 
which took place in the House of Com- 
mons yesterday. Fourteen crowded and 
momentous years have neither obscured the 
significance of Armistice Day, nor im- 
paired the sincerity of its observance. 
To-day the ‘commemoration will be 


immediately.succeeding the War, and far 
more wisely. Its simple ceremonial will 
express no mere deference to a waning 
tradition, but an emotion that remains 
entirely genuine, and a gratitude that has 
lost nothing of its strength. Each 
November must find diminished numbers 
of those remembering the War as a papier 
of experience, and a larger proportion 
knowing it only as a chapter of history. 
The latter need to learn what the former 
can never forget, and the opportunity of 
realising both the price of war and the 
nobility with which. it was paid will never 
be wanting so long as the observance of 
Armistice Day continues. 

These lessons, beyond all question, are 
steadily bearing fruit. Every speech 
delivered in yesterday’s debate went to 
show that the insane folly of war as a 
means, of settling international differences 
is understood at this moment more clearly 
than at any previous time in the world’s 
history. For manifest reasons, statesmen 
must, needs find the business of trans- 
muting international convictions into 
international action a task of colossal! 
difficulty. The old clash of interests end 
the old distrust persist. There are 
varieties of motive, and even when these 
are reconciled there remain varieties of 
method. Some leaders favour armament 
to preserve peace; others favour disarma- 
ment to promote it. Yet underneath all 
such divergences there lies, beyond all 
uestion, a profound desire for peace, and 
that implies a change in world ethics of 
which the. magnitude is, perhaps, not 


adequately recognised.

duties on Irish live-stock for export 

was keenly realised by farmers and 

exporters at the Dublin Cattle Market 

yesterday. Rarely have supplies been so 

small, and prices for some classes were the 
lowest in living memory. 

It was a striking commentary on the 
conditioa of the market that some English 
buyers who had been in Ireland for some 
days left Dublin by the first boat -vhen 
they had a look at the market. It was 
impossible for them to buy, even at the 
low-prevailing rates, if they hoped to 
make a profit, 


A SMALL MARKET. 


The number of beasts on offer give an 

indication of the condition of the market. 
Cattle numbered 2,664, a decrease of 1,282 
when compared with last week; sheep, 
5,541, a decrease of 600; cows, 212, a 
a a of 74, and pigs, 842, a decrease 
of 40. 
Cattle prices yenerally fell from 2s. to 
ós. per cwt., but dairy cows were down by 
£3 each, while sheep and pigs were again 
cheaper. 

Stock-owners declared that they did not 
bring large supplies to the market, as they 
feared that there would be no sales, end 
many of them regretted that they had 
come to the market at all, since not a few 
had to take their cattle home unsold. 
Some sellers, who admitted their financial 
losses, were forced to sell animals at very 
low figures, so that they might have no 
further expense in feeding them at home. 
One farmer stated that the way in which 
men like him were forced to sell at hope- 
less prices was the worst piece of coercion 
that he had ever known. 


POOR EXPORT DEMAND. 

There was no demand from Scotland, 
and comparatively few beasts were bought 
for Manchester and other English centres. 
Handy-weighted heifers and ' bullocks 
brought 23s. to 25s per cwt.. with a top 
price of 26s. for extra special beef. Many 
dairy cows were unsold, while a few went 
for £18 each. 

There was a fair demand for sheep for 
the home trade, but prices were lower 
than last week. The general quotation 
for lambs was from 10s. to 20s. each, a 
few going for 22s. 6d. and 23s. 

There was a drop of 2s. per cwt. in the 
price of pigs, and some bonhams went as 
low as 8s. each. 

Senator R. Wilson, who attended the 
market, said that the outlook for the 
farmer now was bad, and many of them 
would, he thought, become financially 
unsound.

The Manchurian question was 
important, and they hoped that the 
Government would give its adherence to 
the Lytton Report. There must be 
equality of status, provided there was no 
re-armament, and qualitative disarmament 
on the basis of the limitations placed on 
Germany by the Versailles Treaty. The

It was well the man-in-the- 
street should understand that there was 
no power which could protect him from 
being bombed. The only defence against 
aerial warfare was to kill more people 
than the enemy. In spite of the general 
Gas Protocol signed by twenty-eight 
countries in June, 1925, people were being 
taught on the" Continent the necessary 
precautions to take against the use of gas 
attack from the air. 

We were taking our own precautions 
in this matter, and. had we not done so, 
we should have been guilty of criminal 
negligence; but aerial warfare was still 
in its infancy, and its possibilities were 
incalculable and inconceivable. The more 
he studied the question the more de- 
pressed he felt at the perfectly futile 
attempts that hud been made to deal 
with the prablem.

WAY OUT OF THE 
CRISIS. 


SUGGESTIONS AT. 
TRINITY COLLEGE. 


THE PHILOSOPHICAL 
SOCIETY. 


‘¢ 'TTHE World Crisis ” was the subject 

of the inaugural address delivered 
by Mr. E. M. Wood (Mod.), B.A., LL.B., 
barrister-at-law, President of the Univer- 
sity Philosopohical Society, at the opening 
meeting of the 78th session of that Society 
in Trinity College, Dublin, last night. 

The Provost of Trinity College presided. 

The President (Mr. Wood), at the 
opening, announced that Mr. Patrick 
McGilligan was seriously ill, and, there- 
fore, could not attend. Everyone present, 
he ‘felt, would regret Mr, McGilligan’s 
absence. (Hear, hear.) 

In the course.of his paper Mr. Wood 
said that not» even on that autumn day 
fourteen years ago, when Europe was about 
to emerge from the most terrible carnage 
in its history, has the plight of the world 
been so sorry as it is today. Then it 
seemed as if, having wandered by night in 
the dark vale of death, the day star, 
rising in the East, had kindled new hopes 
and given fresh strength with which to 
combat the hardships of the future. The 
day star, alas, had proved but a fading 
will-o’-the-wisp, and the world found it- 
self plunged once more in the darkness, 
with bat few hopes and many forebodings. 


SUICIDAL POLICIES, 


The sorry statesmanship of those days of 
the new dawn itself had in no small 
mé@asure contributed to the paralysis which 
had laid its chill fingers upon the nations. 
The suicidal policy of exacting impossible 
war debts and reparations ; the creation of 
artificial boundaries and petty nationali- 
ties; these, and a hundred and one 
blunders, crowned by financial mismanage- 
ment and discordance, had all gone to 
bring the international] fabric crashing into 
destruction like some flimsy house of 
cards, 

Now that the artificial boom years of 
1924 to i929 had been succeeded by a 
slump more deadly than ever before, they 
were presented with a spectacle that was 
almost farcical in its utter absurdity. 

In one corner of the earth the producers 
of foodstuffs and raw materials piled up 
their products in inconsumable quantities : 
there bad harvests were a dispensation 
which saved the growers from wantonly 
destroying their crops so as to make a 
profit. In another corner of the world 
mills and mines stood idle because gocds 
could not be sold at a profit, while an 
ever-growing chain of unemployed was 
doomed to rust in idleness. But for the

meet. The hopeless inadequacy of English 
politicians to deal unaided with the 
problem of the gold standard had given 
the nations a lasting lesson from which 
all reconstruction schemes:should benefit. 
If industry in any country was to 
prosper, it could do so only with proper 
financial support; and how could this be 
done under self-controlled banking where, 
for example, the difference between the 
bank rate of interest on deposits and that 
charged on loans to industrial producers 
was in the neighbourhood of 4 per cent. 


CONSTRUCTIVE PLANNING. 


In the path of the mismanagement of 
the past there was a growing demand that 
the first step towards permanent recovery 
must be the subordination of financial 
interests to the policy of the State and 
bao welfare of the people. The demand 
could not be met by the half-way house 
of a State bank, which would provide 
no satisfactory alleviation. Governments 
must not merely be .Lle to extend credit, 
but they must be able to oversee its use, 
and to govern the relations between 
enrrency and credit. Under a system 
where private banking exists, such a 
scheme was doomed to failure, and all 
attem, ts at constructive planning were 
imperilled,

it, though they might afford some allevia- 
tion. Its cure was a part of the world- 
wide task of reconstruction. Because the 
world had been built upon the basis of 
private enterprise or profit, that was no 
argument for saying that free exchange 
was impossible as being contrary to age- 
old instincts of h manity. To do so was 
to deny ali progress, all qualities in 
humanity which raise it above the brute 
beasts. 

The crgument that socialistic schemes 
are an impossible ideal was weakening in 
the face of ever-growing necessity. he 
world was no longer so ready to accept its 
ills as unalterable, on the basis that 
evil is a necessity, and that suffering is 
the sister of joy. 


ON TO BARTER. 


Mr. Justice Meredith, proposing a vote 
of thanks, said that, to his mind, a solu- 
tion of the world crisis lay in a system of 
international barter. The banking system 
and methods of exchange were to a large 
degree responsible for the present crisis, 

In attacking the problem they had to 
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find an. equation and work it. On the 
one. they had mills idle, men unem- 
ployed, arid ships lying idle, and on the 
other side they “had a mass of people 
supplys | tential market. It only 
needed proper management to set the 
whole machine-properly to work. So long 
as there were people in any country afraid, 
of dei "and that, and unable to 
take thé obvious measure because it might 
tread on certain people’s corns, then they 
might -remaim staring at the equation. 
It was.a>-question of organising the mass 
of the unemployed, not primarily to use 
the factory, “but lookine first of all at the 
markets, Tt was an entirely wrong way 
to approathithe problem to say, “ Here 
we have\tinetiployed ; now we have got to 
find work for them.” The start had to be 
made at the-other end. Look to the 
markets, aud then say, “ We are going 
to supply that. market; we are not going 
to let these. people starve.’’ Once they set 
out to satisfy. that market they would 
understand how to get that equation to 
work. Ee! did not think it would be a 
very difficult problem if those in power 
faced the: problem.

SELF DESTRUCTION IN 
. . TARIFFS. 


He was very glad that England had 
adopted profection, because ultimately the 
adoption of protection by England would help 
t> break down the whole system. It was 
because England and the Empire had held out 
against pfotection so long that the process 
of moving on had been so long delayed. 
Once every nation adopted protection and 
became really self-destructive then they had 
got a system in which the various nations 
import just what was required on the most 
favourable terms. 

The present system of increased tariffs must 
definitely Jead to a general system of inter- 
national barter. - Any quota system was only 
a modified ‘form of niternational barter.

_every word>of,it.. It was a paper in which | 
the President had challenged the older States. 


They had ‘ben told that the world was 
tending more and more towards the formation 
of isolated: nations.’ He» did not think that 
that could be “true, but if it was true that 
the world “was tending more and more 
towards the "formation of. isolated units, he 
thought they must accept. that as a manifes- 
tation of the ‘collective wisdom of mankind, 
possibly spring-from the great urge for self- 
preservation. which. had carried the human 
race forward through the ages. He did not 
know that. thére was anything despicable in 
etty nationalism or small isolated units. 
he greatest achievements of the human miné 
were born” in ‘just’ such surroundings: m 
Athens and: «Nazareth, and those smai! 
isolated uhits had given more to the world 
and humanity than the vastest empires that 
had covered the earth. 


BEGINNING AT HOME. 


It seemed to him that if ever they were 

oing to realise those ideals of social justice 
as which their President so 
pleaded it would be only when they began to 
devote their primary attention to their own 
cabbage garden. 

The myriad motives that animated 
humanity; the assorted and innumerable pas- 
sions that moved them all—these things be- 
came very difficult to discipline and control 
when the controlling force was altogether in- 
commensurate with the magnitude of the 
forces over which it weighed. He had not 
been through the Great War; yet when man- 
kind was marshalled in a campaign of sense- 
Jess destruction they knew how insuperably 
difficult—almost insolulable—the problems of 
discipline and control were in those massive 
armies. Those problems became much more 
difficult when the task was not to destroy, 
but to construct, and it was because of the 
essential difference that he felt that if any 
order was to come out of the present chaos 
it could only be when all the nations began 
to realise, not only individualities first of all, 
but to set themselves to solve their own local 
problems. 

It was of no considerable use to them fo set 
themselves to remodel the social life in 
Europe if they could not remodel the social 
life in Dublin. It was only when they had 
shown themselves by their own efforts here 
capable of reducing the evils which had followed 
from the uncontrolled competition and ill- 
regulated industry of the mid-Victorian era— 
creating industry in the country which would be 
as different from the industry which made green 
England black as day is from night—that they 
would be able to do anything to solve the 
sufferings of the world. / 

The English market for agriculture had be- 
come more and more difficult fot them to hold. 
The agricultural policy for this country might 
have been good business ten or twenty years 
ago, but it was good business no longer. 
They had to curb their ambitions and give 
up a great deal of the vain-glorious things 
and go back and till their own cabbage 
garden. In doing that they would be doing 
a good deal to realise the ideals and ambitions 
of their Society’s President, (Applause.) 


ARMISTICE INTOLERANCE. 


Mr. James Larkin declared that the paper 
was worthy of a son of his father, and he 
was delighted that in a place like Trinity 
College a paper of the kind could be read. 
To him, as one who had laboured for the 
ideal it espoused, it was a strength and 
encouragement to know that when he had 
passed away there would be others there to 
take up the burden. -- 

It was a sad thing to think that in this 
twentieth century; on the eve of the com- 
memoration of a cr.me against humanity to 
which eight hundred odd boys left that 
College to lay down .their lives for a cause 
they thought ‘sacred, ‘there should be an 
intolerant attitude because they sympathised 
with the loss to thé nation not only of the 
men who left that school, but with all those 
who had laid down their lives and with all 
those who had been through that hell .and 
who were now in a position that death would 
be a happy release, 

The problem facing the world was an inter- 
national one, and could only be solved inter- 
nationally. Asking what would “have 
happened if St. Patrick was tariffed, Mr. 
Larkin wondered why all professing 
Christians did not like each other. They 
were always putting up barriers, national as 
well as parish pump barriers. They all 
knew that the Pope was not liked in Porta- 
down, but there were as good Christians 
there as in Dublin, 


INTELLIGENCE. 


From outside the hall the cry came through, 
“Long live the Pope,” and Mr, Larkin de- 
clared: “That is the kind of intelligence 
you get in this country, Even a god could 
not fight against stupidity of that kind, and 
how can a humble person contend against 
a mind like that?” 

Mr. Larkin went on to say that the 
problem in Dublin was becoming serious, 
and the unemployed men with starving 
children, if steps were not soon taken to 
assist them, would take action, He appealed 
for some common humanity, instead of 
friction, between politicians. 


“GET ON OR GET OUT.” 


The Provost (Dr. E. J..Gwynn) intimated 
that Mr. Norton could not attend. He con- 
gratulated Mr. Wood on his paper, and, 
summing up, said that there was some Fade 
that Governments—he was speaking generally 
—were forgetting that it was the first duty 
of a government to govern. That was why 
there was a tendency to break-away from 
parliamentary government and dismiss it 
with impatience. Hungry men and women 
demanded a more effective form of govern- 
ment. There was a warning sound which 
meant that parliamentary government either 
had to get on or get out. Mr. MacEntee 
had mentioned Athens and Falestine, but he 
would say, while those countries were 
national in their own affairs, they were in- 
ternational in the scope of their ontlook. 
(Hear, hear.) It did not follow that because 
one’s interest was in one’s own country. that 
one’s circumference must lie within its own

MANY INJURED. IN 
POPPY-SNATCHING. 


—-—&-—— 


N exciting chase: through the streets of 
A Dublin, during which shots were fired 
and one young, man rather | badly 
injured, was wi by an Trish Times 
Fheadha shortly after ten o'clock last 
night. eRe 
‘At the conclusion of the anti-imperialistic 
meeting. in College Green the main body of 
the audience moved off in the direction of 
O’Connell Bridge, following the band. Some 
of them, however (a party of about a dozen 
oung men), set out down Pearse street at a 
brisk walking pace. They continued until 
assing a shop in which poppies were being 
displayed. when stones were thrown and the 
main window broken in two places. 
A Civic Guard atid two plain clothes men, 
who were standing m the vicinity, imme- 
diately gave chase, the young men running 
along the street, and up Westland row. The 
lain clothes men discharged revolver shots 
into the air as they ran. All the young men 
managed to escape except one, who was 
caught just outside the Lincoln Gate of 


Trinity College. 
THREATENING ATTITUDE. 


At this point a small crowd, which had run 
after the police, arrived on the scene, and 
was anil joined by others, until ‘finally 
there were forty or fifty present.’ These 
adopted a threatening attitude, and several 
attempts were made to rescue the young 
man, who was being held by two policemen. 

Eventually the police began to lead away 
their captive, and the. plain clothes, men 
cleared the way by a free display of their 
revolvers. The crowd, however, followed 
them, and some members of it began to 
throw sticks and other missles, with the re- 
sult that one C.1.D. man was hit on the 
head. It was only with great difficulty that 
‘the police were able to clear the way, but 
they finally proceeded as far as the corner, of 
Pearse street, 


ANOTHER FRACAS. 


Here another fracas occurred, in the course 
of which the window of.a fish and ‘chip, shop 
was broken by some misile, and: séveralre- 
volver shots were again fired into, the a, 
(It may be said that, by the sound of. the 
| shots, it was apparent that blank. cartridges 
were béing used.) The»crowd) started again | 
| to close round the police, shouting remarks-of 
a threatening nature, and, although it Was 
impossible to ‘see what had occu it 
appeared that the young man who had been 
coptured by the police had been injured dur, 
ing some stage of the proceedings, and “was 
lying on the pavement: A Corporation ambu-- 
lance arrived on the scene after some minutes, . 
and when the man had been put inside it 
drove away in'the direction of Sir Patrick 
Dun’s Hospital. 

The police then dispersed the crowd, 
though some of them collected again outside 
College Street Police Station, and had to be 
moved on. 

After the meeting had terminated, bands 
of young men went through the city snatch- 
ing poppies from the clothes of those who 
wore them, and, if any resistance were 
cffered by the poppy-wearers, the latter got 
a rough handling. i : 
Two young men who were wearing poppies 
were injured by flying missiles when the 
Pearse street shop window was broken and 
removed to hospital in the Corporation 
ambulance. 


"BUSES RAIDED. 


The crowds paid particular attention to 
outward bound ‘buses between 10.30 p.m. 
and midnight, and passengers wearing 
poppies were molested. | 
. The conductor of a “bus leavisg Eden quay 
was roughly handled. He was in the ‘bus 
alone and wearing a poppy when about ten 
young men rushed into the ‘bus before it 
moved off. His poppy was stolen and he 
was injured in the face. If it had not been 
for the action of the driver in starting the 
‘bus as soon as he realised what was 
happening the conductor would have been 
more seriously injured. 

Civic Guards from the College and Store 
street stations arrived on the scene and the 
crowd were chased in all directions. 

A young woman was also attacked in 
Pearse street.

“The police of; this country will be sent 
out to-morrow to save the imperialist from 
the hands of Irishmep,. but I ‘say-to you 
that, police or no police, no imperialist dis- 
play will be held here.

THe people were 
addressed from two platforms, one on each 
side of the Green, by well-known Republicans. 

Mr, Ryan also said that they were deter- 
mined that there would be tio Yoices for 
imperialism in Ireland, and all that remained 
for the people of Ireland to do’ whs to pive 
the imperialists a national kick, Under the 
protection of the police, the imperialistswould 
march to the Phenix Park, but he 
thought that the imperialists would be wise, 
and there would not be need for a procession 
of them to Glasnevin, The procession would, 
he said, be mostly composed of bank clerks 
and students of Trinity College, Dublin. 


EXPLOITED SERVICE,
